The depot's Lone Star wing is 
10 miles west of Texarkana on 
U.S. 82. It is in Zone E of the 
sprawling military reservation,

This was the second major 
explosk» at the facility. One 
employe died and 21 were in- 
jured in a blast July 8,1863.

certain individual rescr\ists not 
satisfactorily fulfilling their ob- 
ligations could become eligible 
for active duty. 


Tlie legislation was stwnsored 
by Chairman Richard B. Rus- 
sell, D-Ga., of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee. 


Pentagon officers said the 
new authority would aid reserve 
units by enabling them to do 
some weeding out, thus creating 
vacancies for >x)uths who are 
more interested. 


The Defense Department esti- 
mated that the new plans will 
affect anywhere from 15.000 to 
25.000 Arnp^ reservists, 3,500 to 
4.000 Air Force reservists and 2,- 
100 Navy reservists.

Sanders has a 1,500 square 
nUle filling hole to himself. 


He’s the only fisherman on 
the Great Salt Lake. 


He catches brine shrimp, the 
soie fulltime resident of the 
world’s saltiest body of water. 


Brine shrimp is a seafood no­ 
body wants to eat. But they 
will stir a bowl to tropical fish 
into a 
feeding 
frenzy. 
And 
that’s what Sanders sells them 
for. 


The 63-year-old fisherman 
processes millions of the quar- 
ter-inch-long sJirimp in a fam­ 
ily factory on the fringes of the 
lake’s treacherous salt flats. 


Nobody had any use for brine 
; shrimp after the Indians stop­ 
ped eating them. But Sanders 
nurtured life into an idea de­ 
veloped from his own tropicaJ 


fish aquarium. Now he has an 
enterprise which for 20 yeai’s 
has provided him a living. 


Brine sihrimp are peculiar in 
thai they survive iji water 26 
per cent salt. 


Sanders has become an au­ 
thority on tlie brine 
shrimp’s 
life in Utah’s dead sea. The 
past 15 ycaxs, he has lectured 
about his findings in colleges 
and universities. 


He says brine shrimp lay eggs 
that can hatch at 160 degrees 
below zero or at 
60 
degrees 
above. And he says he has seen 
the tiny shrimp eggs hatch af­ 
ter passing through the bowels 
of raiding mice. 


The eggs he 
processes 
for 
fingerlings, 
the 
adult 
brine 
shrimp for mature tropical fish. 


On good weather days, San­ 
ders leads a force of propeller- 


driven airboats onto the lake to 
slas^h through 
shrimp schools 
with a seine. He uses a spotter 
plane to locate the slirimp near 
the .surface. 


His operation has no wharf. 
Evaporation has laid v a s t 
sita-etches of salt flat bare be­ 
tween lake and factory. Special 
balloon-tired vehicles skim over 
sandpits to meet incoming air­ 
boats. 


The Sanders factory process­ 
es 57 million shrimp eggs for 
an 
eastern 
distributor 
each 
v/eek. But he doesn’t need 
much storage space. 


The brine shrimp eggs are so 
small that it takes 10 million 
to fill a salt shaker.

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Isle Royale Usage 


A i^blic hearing was held in Houflrhton recently on 
a proposal to grant wilderness status to more than 90 
per cent of Isle Royale National Park. A large number 
of representatives of state and national conservation' 
organiiations testified in favor of tlie proposal while 
a few local citiiens spoke against It. 


Briefly, wildeniess designation under the 1964 
Wilderness Act would ban mining, grazing, hunting, 
timber cutting and use of motorized equipment from the 
island in Lake Superior. Development of accommoda­ 
tions for tourists and service facilities would be per­ 
mitted only in the 10 per cent of the island that would 
be exempted from the wilderness designation. 


Local citizens are concerned that an administrative 
policy of this kind w^ould hinder the island’s growing 
popularity among tourists. Construction of “motels” 
on the island a few years ago and other improvements 
have attracted increasingly more visitors to Isle Royale 
until last year an estimated 10,000 persons went to the 
nation’s only island park.

In view of the great population giw th, the afflu­ 
ence of the American public and the increase in leisure 
time, it is very likdy that Isle Royale visitation will be 
increasingly greater in the future, regardless of wheth­ 
er Congress approves wilderness status for the island. 


Those who testified in favor of the wilderness des­ 
ignation did so primarily because th e y want Isle 
Royale’s rare and wonderful beauty to be preserved 
as it is. This may not be completely possible because 
increasing use by the public inevitably affects any con­ 
dition of wilderness. But the concern here is to attempt 
to save Isle Royale’s distinctive character aa much as 
possible and to prevent it from becoming like Yellow- 
atone Park» which has been highly developed.

Sone who testified expressed the belief that the 
wilderness proposal was a step in the right direction, 
but that it didn’t go far enough. These people feared 
that some of the areas exempted from wilderness status 
should be included. They did not want to allow develop­ 
ment of lodges, cottages, docks and maiinaa in severid 
of the bays and shoreline areas that were exempted. 
Their argument was that development of these points 
into heavy use areas could have an adverse affect on the 
island’s ^ n t and animal life and spoil some of Isle 
Royale’s wildemess flavor.

South made the usual com­ 
plaint about bad luck but It 
was bad play rather than bad 
luck that led to his downfall. 


This was one time when 
South should have taken a 
first-round 
diamond 
finesse. 
The reason was that if the dia­ 
monds were going to break 4-1 
he would lose to a singleton 
queen but he would gain a trick 
against a singleton small dia­ 
mond.
